when the new official station is located within the United 
States: or

"(2) The period authorized in paragraph (1) of this 
subsection 
for pavment of expenses for residence in temporarv 
quarters may 


be extended up to an additional 60 davs if the head of 
the agencv

that there are compelling reasons for the continued 
occupancv of 
temporarv quarters.
